The M assachusetts ga s ­ 
oline tax is 5*2 te nts a gallon, so the for­ 


m ula rep re sents a 25 p er cent reduction in 
turnp ik e tolls for c om m e rc ia l vehicles, the 
typ e of users exp ected to be chiefly 
in­ 
terested in tile plan. 
The reb ates a re not exp ected to cut into 
the revenues of the turnp ik e authority. In­ 
stead the p rediction is that they will boost 
revenues by stim ulating gre a te r use of the 
route, esp ecially by com m e rc ial fleets. 
As a result, bondholders a re exp ected to 
look upon turnp ik e securities with added 
favoi and the day when toll charge s will 
end through final retirem ent of bond is­ 
sues is exp ected to be hastened.

Taxes-Turnpike Question 
LAFF-A-DAY 
The World Today 


Stale gasoline taxes generally are justi­ 


fied as a device by which motorists provide 
the funds for construction and mainte­ 
nance of the highways they use. But the 
fume motorists, when they travel on toll 
roads, must pay a second levy for the dis­ 
tance covered while using that same gaso­ 
line. 
This circumstance has come under crit­ 
icism as “ double taxation.” Now Massa­ 
chusetts is pioneering in seeking a correc­ 
tion. The Bay State has adopted a method 
of making gas tax refunds to turnpike 
users. 
A claimant is required to obtain dated 
receipts showing mileage covered on trips 
over the 
Massachusetts Turnpike 
and 
match 
these 
with 
Massachusetts 
gas 
station receipts showing purchase of motor 
fuel within three days of the turnpike trips 
for which rebates are claimed. 
Refunds are made on a basis of 15 miles 
a gallon for passenger cars and five miles 


a gallon for trucks. The Massachusett gas­ 
oline tax is 5*2 cents a gallon, so the for­ 


mula represents a 25 per rent reduction in 
turnpike tolls for commercial vehicles, the 
type of users expected to he chiefly in­ 
terested in tile plan. 
The rcb.ites are not expected to cut into 
the ievenues of the turnpike authority. In­ 
stead the prediction is that they will boost 
revenues by stimulating greater use of the 
route, especially bv commercial fleets. 
As a result, bondholders are expected to 
look upon turnpike securities with added 
(avol and the day when toll charges will 
end through final retirement of bond is­ 
sues is expected to be hastened. 
In the 12 states operating major turn­ 
pikes the annual total of the “ double taxa­ 
tion.” based on the rmles-pei-gallon 
fo r­ 
mula used bv Massachusetts, has been es­ 
timated at 523 million. This is the money 
motorists ate out of pocket through dupli­ 
cated! af lcvir 
for the turnpikes. 
Massachusetts, in leading the way to end 
the unfairne* ^ of the situation, is certain to 
he watched by other states where toll road 
use has not genes til* been as heavy as ad­
